. Mud Causes Accidents. 


Treacherous stretches of mud 
mearly proved fatal to riders. In 
the championship event for light- 
weight hunters, an entry of R.. Ort- 
man fell heavily, throwing its rider. 
Similar accidents occurred in the 
middle and heavyweight hunters’ 
event, but there was no_ serious 
mishap. Contestants, for the most 
part, handled their mounts with 
rare skill, realizing the danger that 
lay in the apparently. smooth path 
ahead. 

An exciting race for women rid- 
ers was won by Miss Lydia Arch- 
bold, member of the girls’ polo 
team of Washington, who outdis- 
tanced Miss Georgia Moser by sev- 
eral lengths. In the _ triple-bar 
jump exceptional skill was shown 
by riders who were several times 
compelled to curb animals that re- 
fused to take the barrier. Morgan, 
the entry of Maj. C. P. George, won 
first honors in this event, leaping 
the obstacles with an ease that 
drew repeated rounds of applause 
from an enthusiastic gallery. 


Standards Maintained. 


Maj. George’s horse achieved 
first place at the opening of the 
show in the handicap jumping, and 
has continued to add to its laurels 
Flanders, a Grove stables 
entry, also distinguished itself yes- 
terday in the triple-bar class by 
taking second place, while Chick, a 
cavalry mount, came in third, win- 
ning a prize of $10. Summer Hill, 
O. N. Lehman’s entry, which has re- 
peatedly captured ribbons and 
trophies, maintained its high stand- 
ard by winning the middle and 
heavyweight hunters’ event. 

A review of the four-day show, 
which ended last night, points to 
the fact that winners in the opening 
classes have been winners through- 
out the exhibition. In spite of nu- 
merous minor disasters, the events 
this year have been marked by their 
absence of dangerous accidents and 
fatalities. Except for the spectacu- 
lar falls of army officers in the rac- 
ing on ws0nday afternoon, none of 
which resulted in mortal injury, 
there has been virtually no spill of 
any importance, it was pointed out.

The superb horesmanship dis- 
played in the various classes and a 
growing spirit of interest in the 
horse show caused the grandstand 
and boxes to be more than ever 
popular this year. Record crowds 
were on hand at every performance,

CARRIER PIGEON DIES 
ON FLIGHT TO CAPITAL 


Winged Messenger En Route 
From Chicago Found Dead 
in West Virginia. 


The navy pigeon that never re- 
turned from the Chicago-Washing- 
ton flight of last week died in 
line of duty, a message received by 
Secretary of War Davis from Miss 
Emilie M. Harman, Walkersville, 
W. Va., yesterday, explaining the 
disappearance of the last bird. 
Miss Harman’s letter informed 
Secretary Davis that on May 11 
a carrier pigeon fell against the 
Methodist church at Walkersville, 
and died within a few minutes. It 
was found by Mrs. W. E. Weaver, 
who discovered a message tube on 
its leg.

It may in- 
terest you to know that the bird 
was from the navy loft, being one 
of the four carriers turned loose to 
deliver messages to Washington by 
the Navy Department.”

COMMITTEE OPENS 
FENNING CASE TODAY 


House Body to Act on Charges. 
Against Official; Blanton 
First Witness. 


ANSWER TO BE MADE 
BY COMMISSIONER 


Effort to Be Made to Dispose 
of Matter Before Con- 
gress Adjourns. 


A special House judiciary sub- 
committee will proceed today to de- 


termine whether Commissioner 
Frederick A. Fenning is to be exon- 
erated, impeached or recommended 
for removal from office by the Presi- 
dent. 

The commissioner himself, emerg- 
ing from the period of silence which 
has attended him since his refusal 
to appear again before the House 
veterans committee, is to be on 
hand with an array of counsel. In 
conformity with the dignity which 
the judiciary committee functions, 
its chairman, Representative George 
S. Graham, of Pénnsylvania, will 
preside at the first session. Then he 
will relinquish the chair to Repre- 
sentative Leonidas C. Dyer, of Mis- 
souri, who is chairman of the sub- 
committee, composed of twelve 
members. 

Representative Blanton, of Texas, 
is first to outline his case against 
the commissioner and then with- 
draw. Contrary to the general be- 
lief, he is not to appear before the 
committee throughout its proceed- 
ings in the role of prosecutor. He 
will submit and then leave his case 
with the committee. 


Reply to Be Made. 


Following Mr. Blanton, either the 
commissioner or one of his attor- 
neys is to enter an answer to the 
Texan. 

This is expected to occupy all of 
the first hearing. Considerable spec- 
ulation follows as to the procedure 
thereafter. 

There is bound to be some delay 
after the first hearing while the 
subcommittee sets about summon- 
ing witnesses. There have been 
suggestions that it will name one 
of its members to sit in the role of 
prosecutor. This developing, it 
would seem likely that the one 
chosen would ask for a delay of a 
few days in order that he might 
acquaint himself with the case. 

Those having the hearing in hand 
have made known that they are 
anxious to dispose of the matter 
before the adjournment of Con- 
gress, variously estimated at be- 


tween June 1 and July 8. 
would be unwholesome to leave the 
matter pending over the recess, 


they say. 
Only Few May Be Heard. 


The point has been raised as to 
whether the judiciary committee 
will not be able to reach its con- 
clusion after the examination of 
but a few witnesses. 

The major facts involved are un- 
disputed, it is pointed out. The 
commissioner admits his large 
practice, but does not see it in the 
same light in which his critics 
see it. 

He disputes the legal points on 
which the inquiry turns, such as, 
for instance, whether in appearing 
before the veterans’ bureau for his 
wards, he violated statutes limit- 
ing the amount of fees which an 
agent may charge a veteran for col- 
lecting his compensation, and again, 
in cases in which he admittedly ap- 
peared as an attorney, whether he 
did not violate the statute prohibit- 
ing a Federal official from prose- 
cuting a claim against a govern- 
nrent department. 


In*Shoes of Wards. 


In answer to the first phase, he 
contends that as guardian he ‘“‘stood 
in the shoes of his ward.’’ Bear- 
ing on this is his contention that 
when he received commissions from 
bonds for which hi8 wards had to 
pay, he was not “in the shoes of 
his ward,’’ but an insurance solici- 
tor. 

In answer to the second phase, 
ae contends that he is an officer 
of a municipal corporation rather 
than a Federal official. 

He. also disagrees with his critics 
in many minor counts, such as the 
charges of barretry and champetry.

Warsaw, Poland, May 18 (By A. 
P.).—Marshal Joseph _ Pilsudski, 

ho overthrew the Witos govern- 
ment, ousted the president of the 
republic after a military rising, and 
assumed power, is suffering from 
exhaustion. Those close to him 
declare that all he needs is rest, 
and he himself, after several sleep- 
less days and nights while fighting 
was going on in the streets of the 
capital, rather pathetically on Mon- 
day. said that he could “‘sleep and 
sleep.’’ 

Pilsudski’s star, for the moment 
at least, appears to be waning. The 
military hero, who by a swift stroke 
overthrew the government and 
captured the city, is too modest to

The socialists and radicals have 
deserted Poland’s idol because 
their appeals for the dissolution of 
parliament and the establishment 
of Pilsudski in a dictatorship have 
failed. By reason of this failure to 
display the iron hand, the socialists 
and radicals are denouncing the 


revolution as a needless shedding 
of blood, something which Pilsud- 
ski endeavored to avoid and ovér 
which he is most regretful. They 
argue that leadership from him can 
no longer be expected, and it is be- 
coming apparent that he has no po- 
litical or economic program pre- 
pared. 


Cracow May Get Assembly. 


After an all day conference be- 
tween Acting President Rataj and 
the party leaders of the various 
factions, Cracow seems to have the 
best chance as the seat of the na- 
tional assembly, to meet May 28, 
as tentatively agreed. A meeting 
at Cracow of the populist piast 
party, of which M. Witos is chair- 
man, decided to join the opponents 
of Warsaw as the seat of the as- 
sembly, and M. Rataj, who is also 
leader of the party, is inclined to 
accept the wish of the majority of 
the deputies and senators. 

The choice of Cracow represents 
a compromise between Warsaw and 
Posen, but it is thought to indi- 
cate that Pilsudski’s position has 
not improved. It is the national 
assembly which will elect the new 
president. 


No Program by Foes. 


Nor has any program been de- 
vised by those opposing Marshal 
Pilsudski. The whole country is 
waiting for something to happen. 

Should M. Rataj, who alone has 
the power to fix the place and date 


_|of the national assembly meeting, 


decide against Warsaw, it is pos- 
sible that the radical group will 
seek a free hand for the future so 
that they may be able to say that 
the president was not their choice 
and that they had nothing to do 
with the appointment. 

M. Trompzynski, speaker of the 
senate, and M. Dmowski are nego- 
tiating at Posen for a political 
truce or reconciliation of the war- 
ring parties. 

One outcome of Pilsudski’s coup 
will be a new parliamentary line- 
up in which the forces for consti- 
tutional parliamentarism: will be 
pitted against the radical elements, 
which are rallying under the 
slogan ‘‘Workers and peasants 
unite for dictatorship under the 
proletariat.” 


Peace Fails at Posen. 


Posen, Poland, May 18 (By A. 
P.).—Speaker of the Senate Tromp- 
cznski, who is in authority here, is 
experiencing difficulty in restoring 
the city to normal conditions. 

Although conservative deputies 
agree that there should be no fur- 
ther bloodshed as a result of Mar- 
shal Pilsudski’s coup d’etat, they 
are finding it difficult to influence 
the people. Several deputies be- 
longing to the parties of the right 
have been beaten in the streets for 
preaching pacification, and the of- 
ices of one nationalist paper advo- 
cating peace have been raided. 

M. M. Trompczynski has succeed- 
ed, however, in persuading two 


‘Posen divisions of infantry, a brig- 


ade of cavalry and 2,000 nonde- 
scripts, who have been holding out 
at Pruschkow, to return to their 
garrisons. 


Mme. Lambino Loses 
Suit Against Carol 


Paris, May 18 (By A. P.).—The 
courts today ruled against Mme. 
Zizi Lambrino, former morganatic 
wife of former Crown Prince Carol, 
of Roumania, in her attempt to 
have Carol’s paternity of her son, 
Mircea, recognized. Mme. Lam- 
brino applied to the courts to have 
Mircea registered at the Michelet 
High school under the name Hohen- 
zollern, of which family Carol is a 
member. 

The judge said that Mme. Lam- 
brino’s demand was in reality an at- 
tempt to establish Mircea’s pa- 
ternity, and he declared himself in- 
competent to pronounce upon that 
question.

Caruana, Deported, Says U. 
S. Consul Has Been Given 
Evidence. 


REACHES U. S. BORDER; 
DUE IN CAPITAL SUNDAY 


Expulsion Creates a Most Un- 
favorable Impression at 
the Vatican. 


Laredo, Tex., May 18 (By A. P.). 
Arriving here today from Mexico 
City, from which he was expelled 
on charges that he had illegally en- 
tered Mexico, Archbishop George J. 
pCaruana, papal nuncio, announced 
he had obtained positive proof of 


the falsity of the charges against 
him. 


“Now that I have safely reached 
American territory, I am happy to 
state that I have another statement 
to add to those given the press be- 
fore my departure from Mexico 
City,”” said the archbishop. ‘‘It is 
to the effect that I have obtained 
positive proof of the falsity of the 
charges made against me by the 
Mexican government that I had 
made false declarations when I en- 
tered Mexico regarding my birth, 
profession and religion. 

“In declarations to the press I 
stated that I was never even qués- 
tioned regarding my birth or reli- 
gion, that I handed over my pass- 
ports and vaccination certificates 
with all data regarding myself. 


Proof Given to Consul. 


‘Ample proof of this has been 
secured and is now in possession of 
the American consul at Nuevo La- 
redo, Mexico, who is reporting it to 
our government at Washington.” 

Archbishop Caruana said he left 
Mexico City alone. He expected to 
go to Corpus Christi today and from 
there to San Antonio, expecting to 
arrive in Washington next Sunday. 


Rome, May 18 (By A. P.).—News 
of the expulsion from Mexico of the 
papal nuncio, the Rt. Rev. George 
Caruana, caused a most unfavofable 
impression at the Vatican. The Pope 
is said to look’ upon the expulsion 
as a continuation of a policy of per- 
secution of Catholics by the Mexican 
government. 


Letter Sent to Kellogg. 


(By the Associated Press.) 


The National Catholic Welfare 
conference last night made public 
a letter sent by its administrative 
committee to President Coolidge in 
which grave concern, distress and 
anxiety was expressed ‘‘because of 
the injury and the growing danger 
to our own country.and to the in- 
ternational good will upon this 
hemisphere, caused by the present 
conduct of the government of 
Mexico.”’ 

At the same time, ‘it also made 
public a communication from Sec- 
retary Kellogg, replying for the 
President, in which he said he 
would seek an opportunity ‘‘infor- 
mally to bring the fact of your 
protest and other like protests to 
the attention of the Mexican Am- 
bassador in Washington.’’ 

The committee’s letter was dated 
April 23 last and the Secretary's 
April 27. 

“There is no need,” said the com- 
mittee, ‘‘to rehearse the provisions 
of the present Mexican constitution 
which wipe out every vestige of 
religious/liberty and deny to every 
priest or minister of the gospel, of 
any and every denomination, the 
inalienable rights of a free man. 


Opponents Driven Here.

BRIDE AIDED IN FIGHT 


Rome, May 18 (By A. P.).— 
John. Roach, an American citizen 
described as a ship captain, who 
since May 7 has been serving a 25- 
day sentence at Florence for insult- 
ing Premier Mussolini and fighting 
carabineers, was pardoned by King 
Victor Emmanuel today. 

Mr. Roach, on his honeymoon, 
went to the races at Florence in a 
cab. He engaged in an altercation 
with the driver when he thought 
he was being cheated. 

Mrs. Roach aided her husband in 
the fight which started when the 
carabineers intervened. Mr. Roach 
was arrested and was charged, as 
was John Adams Abbott in Rome 
recently, with the double accusa- 
tion of assault and having insulted 
Mussolini. 

After a preliminary hearing, the 
accusation of insulting the premier 
was thrown out, Mr. Roach was 
held for assault and was ‘con- 
demned to 25 days’ imprisonment. 
His American address is not known.

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SEARCH FOR ARCTIC 
LANDS TO BE MADE 
BY AMERICAN PARTY 


Amundsen, Says Organizer of 
New Group, Explored but 
Little of Region. 


NORGE, SAY AVIATORS, 
LOST WHEN SIGHTED 


Dirigible Is Badly Damaged in 
Negotiating a Landing 
at Port Clarence. 


New York, May 18 (By A. P.).— 
Despite the negative findings of the 
Amundsen expedition it is still a 
probability that there is a great 
tract of land between the north pole 
and Alaska, in the opinion of the 
sponsors of the American arctic 
expedition which leaves this sum- 
mer for polar regions with three 
airplanes for a three to five year 
survey. 

Robert Anderson Pope, New 
York engineer and chairman of the 
expedition’s organizing committee, 
issued a statement today in which 
it was said that firm belief was still 
held in the existence of such land 
and that Amundsen’s observations, 
though of great assistance, were by 
no means final. 

He said that at most Amundsen 
could have inspected less than 10 
per cent of the region between 
Alaska and the pole and that be- 
cause of his flying height it was 
deemed likely that even had he 
flown over land it would have ap- 
peared to his observers to have 
been ice. 

The American arctic expedition. 
financed by prominent alumni of 
Harvard, Yale, Princeton and the 
University of Pennsylvania, and 
with Lieut. Leigh Wade as chief 
pilot, plans to make a detailed sur- 
vey of the vast district which has 
been. one of the world’s great mys- 
teries and establish sovereignty of 
the United States in whatever land 
might be found. To facilitate fu- 
ture air navigation of the arctic 
permanent bases will be established 
at Wainwright, Alaska; Herschel 
island, Canada, and on any new 
land discovered. 


Norge Badly Damaged. 

Nome, Alaska, May 18 (By A. 
P.).—While word came _ from 
Seattle today that the first steam- 
ship of the season to navigate Ber- 
ing sea will come north a week 
earlier than usual, dismantling of 
the dirigible Norge was reported 
proceeding apace at Teller, 75 miles 
from this city. 

The Norge, persons visiting Tel- 
ler said, was so badly damaged in 
landing there, after she arrived 
Thursday from a trip over the north 
pole, that some of her crew declar- 
ed she had been wrecked. 

The dirigible, these informants 
declared, had lost.her way when 
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to Fatima — a few cents more

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she sighted Port Clarence, on which 
Teller is situated. A wind, called 
a funnel formation, caught her and 
she was carried toward the moun- 


tains. Some gas was released and 
as the dirigible settled, some of the 
crew slid down ropes to the ice of 
Grantley harbor, an arm 6f Port 
Clarence, and held her. Most of 
the damage done, it was stated, was 
caused by a gust that caught her 
just as she was beginning to rest 
upon the ice. 

The ice of Port Clarence, just 
beginning to let go for the sum- 
mer, was rugged but soft. Over 
this surface the Norge was pushed 
and bumped by the wind for 350 
feet, it was said. This occurred 
after deflation was well advanced 
and while the men were hanging as 
heavily as they could to the ropes. 
The snow on the beach hard by was 
8 feet deep. 

Predictions that the Norge would 
be shipped to the States within a 
fortnight were heard today. 

Roald Amundsen showed signs of 
great perturbation when he learned 
an acc6unt of the flight of the 
Norge over the north pole had been 
written by Col. Umberto Nobile and 
published. 

“There might be something in 
there I would want to deny,” ex- 
claimed Amundsen, commander of 
the expedition, as he pleaded vainly 
yesterday with the publishers of 
the Nome Nugget to let him read 
Nobile’s narrative before publica- 
tion. 

The account by Nobile, designer 
and constructor of the Norge and 
her first pilot on the flight, which 
began a week ago today, was 
radioed by him to Benito Mugso- 
lini, premier of Italy. Mussolini re- 
ceived the narrative and the Asso- 
ciated Press telegraphed, cabled 
and radioed it to the Nugget. 

The Nugget, a four-page, closely 
printed paper, which next to the 
News-Miner, at Fairbanks, Alaska, 
is the farthest north member of the 
Associated Press, did a record- 
breaking business yesterday after- 
noon. 

Nearly everybody in Nome, see- 
ing Amundsen around the Nugget 
office and noting signs of his dis- 
pleasure, as he left, hurried to the 
place at publication time. As fast 
as .the press could turn out the 
papers, they were snatched by pur- 
chasers.

STARTED HIS CAREER 
_ AS COUNCIL MEMBER 


Has Suffered Defeats and 
Won Victories in Vari- 
ous Activities. 


: Representative William S. Vare, 
born in South Philadelphia Decem- 
ber 24, 1867, the son of Augustus 
and Abigail Vare, inherited among 
wealth and recognition from his 
parents, the figurative cloak of 
‘“‘boss’ which made Penrose fa- 
mous. 

Representative Vare was born of 
@ family which had taken a part 
in Pennsylvania, and more particu- 
larly, Philadelphia polities, for 
years. He was born in ‘The Neck”’ 
of Philadelphia. His father was a 
truck farmer, and William, with his 
father and brothers, George A. and 
Edwin H. Vare, helped dig the 
foundations of the Messiah Metho- 
dist Episcopal church, which since 
has been named the Abigail Vare 
Memorial church in memory of his 
mother. There were nine brothers 
and sisters. 


Learned Practical Politics. 


* He began his life in the world of 
business as a messenger boy and 
His political career in about the 
Bame capacity. He made himself 
the party organization. 
He learned politics from practical 
politicians. 

~ His first public office was his elec- 
tion in 1898 to the select council 
from the First ward. The same year 
Re was elected mercantile appraiser, 
and then was named president of 
the board of mercantile appraisers. 
In 1901 he was elected recorder of 
deeds and reelected to that post in 
1904 and in 1907, holding that of- 
fice until 1912. 

Then came his first national of- 
fice. Death caused a vacancy in 
Congress from the South Philadel- 
phia district, and Mr. Vare sought 
the office and was elected. In the 
Years from then until 1923 he 
added to and perfected the political 
organization which he had at first 
served and then came to dominate. 

Pennsylvania politics was notori- 
ous. Opponents made Penrose at 
One time and the Vare interests at 
another the issue in their cam- 
paigns to overthrow one and both. 
Vare suffered defeats and enjoyed 
Victories, and his followers literally 
did the samething. Theirs was the 
fat of the land in victory and the 
fat was in the fire in defeat. 


Won Two Offices. 


Typical of his political history was 
his fight in the fall of 1922, when 
‘he ran for two offices, the State 
senate and the national House of 
Representatives. He was elected to 
both, and through a peculiarity, 
served in both offices, resigning from 
one to act as State senator, and then 
resuming his role as a member of 
the United States House of Repre- 
sentatives with the new Congress. 
‘When he took his seat as State 
senator he occupied the seat which 
had been occupied by his two broth- 
ers, George and Edwin. His elec- 
tion to the two offices on the same 
day is unique. 
_ The death of Senator Boies Pen- 
rose left vacant the throne of czar 
of Pennsylvania politics and it was 
this situation, incidentally, which 
brought Gov. Pinchot into the lime- 
light and the gubernatorial office on 
a reform and antimachine platform. 
Out of the fight for supremacy 
emerged the Vare political machine, 
Somewhat battered but intact, and 
with a growing prestige and power 
and effectiveness. The machine, 
which had been begun by older mem- 
bers of his family, William S. Vare 
brought to a much higher efficiency. 


Member of Many Clubs. 


While engaged in his political 
machinations he became treasurer 
of the Vare Construction Co. He 
married Miss Ida Morris in 1896 
and had three children, one of 
whom, Ida May, died in 1920 at the 
age of 22 years. Two other daugh- 
ters, Beatrice and Mildred, are liv- 
ing. 

Mr. Vare is a Mason, a Shriner, a 
life member of the Elks, a member 
of the order of the Moose, Red Men, 
' Patriotic Order of the Sons of 
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Opponent in Pittsburgh. 


Philadelphia, May 18.—The bat- 
tle of the ballots today was the 


most desperate witnessed in Penn- 
sylvania in many years, particularly 
in Philadelphia, where the object 
of the Vare machine was:to roll 
up so large a vote for its chief on 
his home preserves that it would 
inundate the vote for Pepper and 
Pinchot in the remainder of the 
State. To meet this strategy, the 
Pepper organization conducted a 
drive to register the vote slackers 
of the ‘‘better element,’’. which wus 
being relied upon to put Pepper 
over. 

As a result of this campaign 
190,000 names were added to the 
lists of qualified voters. 

Charges of ballot box stuffing 
were lodged against the Vare ma- 
chine at Pepper and Pinchot head- 
quarters within two hours after the 
polls closed. It was asserted there 
was evidence that the Philadelphia 
count had been juggled so as to 
give Vare thousands of votes more 
and Pepper and Pinchot thousands 
of votes less than were actually 
cast for each. It was indicated that 
these charges would be preferred 
formally with a view to bringing 
about a recount of the vote in this 
and some other cities. 

At Vare headquarters’ these 
charges were pronounced the imag- 
inings of disgruntled losers. The 
Vare supporters also had some com- 
plaints of their own along this line. 
They had heard that what the Mel- 
lon machine did out in Pittsburgh to 
count Pepper in had out-scandaled 
all election scandals. 

Upon this primary the eyes of the 
country have been fastened ever 
since Vare threw his hat into the 
ring with a loud cry in favor of the 
modification of the Volstead act, so 
as to permit the manufacture and 
sale of light wines and beer of a 
moderate alcoholic content. 

His cause was hailed with so 


much enthusiasm in Philadelphia, 
Pittsburgh and other large cities 
that Vare upset all previous politi- 
cal calculations and threw the regu- 
lar Republican organization into a 
state of mind bordering on panic. 

Senator Pepper already was a 
candidate for the nomination to 
succeed himself with the support of 
the Mellons, Joseph Grundy, presi- 
dent of the Pennsylvania Manufac- 
turers association, and Harry Baker, 
chairman of the Republican State 
committee. Pinchot was threaten- 
to be a candidate, but the Pepper 
forces were sitting pretty in expec- 
tation of an easy victory over the 
governor. 

The jolt the Vare candidacy gave 
the State organization was dis- 
closed when State Chairman Baker, 
who had been organizing for Pep- 
per, withdrew to a neutral stand 
and eventually wound up in the 
Vare camp, to the great discom- 
fiture of Pepper and the Mellons. 
Baker was interested in getting his 
friend, Beidleman, nominated for 
governor and Vare adopted Beidle- 
man, thereby getting the powerful 
support of Baker. Then Pinchot 
hopped in as a candidate, dividing 
the dry element of the party be- 
tween himself and Pepper, and the 
contest became three cornered and 
a fight such as the State never had 
witnessed. 

Secretary Mellon and Secretary 
of Labor Davis, both residents of 
Pittsburgh, came into the State and 
urged the nomination of Pepper 
as an indorsement of the Coolidge 
administration, and it was judged 
that this move made thousands 
of votes for the senator. 

Vare talked modification of the 
‘Volstead act throughout the cam- 
paign, while both Pepper and Pin- 
chot minimized this as an issue 
and sought to arouse the State 
against the Vare machine, the ini- 
quities of which they painted to 
the rural voters in lurid colors.

Senator Pepper, while | 
classed as a dry, declared it was 
not the paramount issue of the 
campaign and asked support on the 
basis of his record in the Senate. 

Senator Pepper declared Repre- 
sentative Vare had injected the 
liquor issue in an effort to extend 
his control of the party into the 
State outside of the city of Phila- 
delphia. 


Vare ‘Supports Beidleman, 


Edward H. Beidleman, former 
lieutenant governor, was supported 
by the Vare organization for the 
gubernatorial nomination, while 
John S. Fisher, commissioner, op- 
posed him on the Pepper ticket. 

Two other candidates, each run- 
ning independently, who sought the 
Republican gubernatorial nomina- 
tion were John K. Tener, former 
governor and former president of 
the National Baseball league, and 
Representative Thomas W. Phillips, 
jr., of Butler. 

William B. Wilson, of Blossburg, 
Secretary of Labor in President 
Wilson’s cabinét, was unopposed 
for the Democratic nomination for 
United States senator. 

Three candidates sought. the 
Democratic gubernatorial nomina- 
tion: Judge Samuel E. Shull, of 
Stroudsburg; Judge Eugene C. Bon- 
niwell, of Philadelphia, and former 
Judge William E. Porter, of New 
Castle. Judge Shull had the sup- 
port of Joseph E. Guffey, of Pitts- 
burgh, national. committeeman, 
while Judge Porter was backed by 
Vance C. McCormick, former chair- 
man of the Democratic national 
committee. Judge Bonniewell ran 
as an independent candidate.

Brutal Treatment. 


CONVICTS OFTEN FLOGGED 


Birmingham, Ala., May 18 (By A. 
P.).—Three life-term convicts 
“ruled as monarchs over their fel- 
low inmates underground and much 
of the inhuman and brutal treat» 
ment the convicts received was be- 
cause of the system under which 
the men worked,” the Jefferson 


county grand jury stated here to- 
day in a partial report of its find- 
ings in the recent investigation into 
the prison camp death of James W. 
Knox, convict. 

Convicts were worked by three 
“check runners’ who profited 
financially by making the convicts 
do more than their tasks, the jury 
reported. 

‘ Long imprisonment in “dog 
houses” and the indiscriminate and 
unsupervised use of the “leather” or 
strap were the principal forms of 
punishment meted out, the report 
said, although three cases were cited 
where men had received broken 
limbs and bore lifelong scars from 
use of hickory clubs or maces. One 
negro convict, it was found, was ren- 
dered temporarily blind from blows 
on his head, but was forced to con- 
tinue work in spite of his condition. 

Floggings often were administered 
by Warden Davis in person and it 
was no uncommon practice for him 
to strike convicts on the head with 
long rubber tubes, leaving them un- 
conscious, yet without breaking the 
flesh, it was stated. 

In no case was it learned that 
floggings were administered under 
direction of a physician, but “straw 
bosses’ gave the convicts beatings 
at will, the report recited. 


Zita Loses Decision

Paris, May 18 (By A. P.).—Zita, 
former empress of Austria, has lost 
her case against the purchasers of 
Austro-Hungarian crown jewels, M. 
Glard, the examining magistrate, 
holds that Zita had not made out a 
case against Joseph and Jacquest 
Bienenfeld, jewelers, whom: she had 
charged with fraud in connection 
with the sale of the gems.

Seneca’s Men Went Into the 
Boats First, Is Charge, 
Signed by 17 on Ship. 


FALSE, ASSERT OFFICIALS 


New York, May 18 (By A, P.).— 
Seventeen passengers of the Clyde 
Line Seneca, who were among the 
235 persons taken from the steamer 
when it was aground near Miami, 
Fla., last Sunday morning, on their 
arrival here today signed a state- 
ment charging that members of the 
Seneca’s crew were under the influ- 
ence of intoxicants and went into 
lifeboats ahead of passengers. Of- 
ficers of the line issued emphatic 
denials. 

H. H. Raymond, president of the 
steamship company, who was pres- 
ent when the passengers were re- 
moved, said by telephone from 
Miami that the charges were ‘‘ut- 
terly false.”’ 

“They are not worthy of consid- 
eration, and to deny them gives 
them an importance they do not 
merit,”’ he said. ‘The crew did not 
leave the ship at all.’’ 

Capt. William Clark, general 
superintendent, and Arthur W. Pye, 
passenger traffic manager of the 
Clyde Line, also denied the charge. 

“Capt. Leek, who commanded the 
Seneca, has been operating between 
Havana and Miami all winter,” 
Pye said. ‘‘He has given strict at- 
tention to the matter of drinking, 
and we are confident no liquor was 
sold on the ship. We have no 
means of absolutely preventing 
passengers from drinking.”’

HEALTH MOVE IS BEGUN 


Atlantic City, N. J.. May 18 (By 
A. P.).—Herbert Hoover, United 
States Secretary of Commerce and 
president of the American Child 
Health association, tonight chal- 
lenged the American Health Con- 
gress to formulate standards by 
which the nation may know a nor- 
mal child. 

“We hear a great deal of this 
normality,” he said. ‘‘Parents 
would like to know what itis. The 
nation needs to know what it is. 

“During and after the war, I 
directed, on behalf of American 
charity, the care of nearly 15,000,- 
000 undernourished and waif 


European children. Our problem 
was to build up these stunted, 
rickety children to ‘normal,’ 

‘“‘All of us on that job often | 
thought of the 20,000,000 ‘best 
beloved’ in America,’’ said Mr. Hoo« 
ver. ‘‘Disillusionment came in the 
draft figures, showing that al- 
though 80 per cent of the babies 
born in this country are perfect, 
80 per cent of the men of draft 
age were physically below normal.”’ 

Fifty thousand preschool chil- 
dren of the nation have been en- 
rolled by 1,200 parent-teacher as- 
sociations in a comprehensive 
health program aiming to eradicate 
these defects of school children, 
said Mrs. A. H. Reeve, president of 
the national congress of parents 
and teachers. 

A physical examination this 
spring, remedial work during the 
summer and examination in the 
fall should correct defective S, 
ears, noses, throats, teeth and othe? 
ailments, she said.

Rioting in Bengal 


Calcutta, India, May 18 (By A. 
P.).—Five persons were killed and 
21 seriously injured today in dis- 
turbances which broke out between 


religious factions in Kharagpur, 
Bengal. 


India has been the scene of ‘re- 


cent rioting between Hindus and 


Moslems. Early in April members 
of the two religious groups clashed 
in Calcutta and aporadic rioting 
continued until the end of the 
month. The clashes, it was esti- 
mated, cost the lives of at least 45 


persons. Nearly 400 were reported 
to have been injured. Kharagpur 
is about 70 miles from Calcutta.

Glassie as a propagandist and then 
launched an attack on organized 
propaganda. He told how propa- 
gandists do their work, how they 
organize communities and have 
them shower Congress with letters 
asking for the passage of various 
‘pet’ bills. As a result of this 
kind of work, he said, many worth- 
less pieces of legislation get 
through simply because senators 
and represenatives are stampeded 
by the efforts of the propagandists. 

Samuel B. Crowell, president of 
the association, presided at the 
banquet. Th toastmaster was 
Roderick Stephens. 

In the afternoon the 300 dele- 
gates and their wives and daugh- 
ters journeyed to’ Mount Vernon on 
the steamer Charles Macalester and 
placed a wreath on the tomb of 
George Washington.

WANT BEER LEGALIZED 


Maryland and D. C. Federa- 
tion Delegates Against Aid- 
ing Farmer-Labor Party. 


GOV. RITCHIE IS CRITICIZED 


Special to The Washington Post. 
Salisbury, Md., May 18.—Resolu- 
tions favoring support of the 
Farmer-Labor party were defeated 
at the meeting here today of the 
Maryland State and District of Co- 
lumbia Federation of Labor. Ac- 


tion on the measure was practically 
unanimous. The federation adopted 
a resolution favoring an amendment 
to the Volstead act to legalize beer 
of 2.75 per cent alcohol by volume. 
gd carried by a vote of about 45 
to 

A resolution favoring the estab- 
lishment of old-age insurance in 
Maryland was referred back to the 
committee after considerable debate. 

E. N. Bieretz, of Baltimore, who 
opposed favorable action, declared 
the workmen’s compensation acts of 
the various States have proved more 
beneficial to the insurance compa- 
nies than fhe workers. 

“‘Labor,’’ Mr. Bieretz said, ‘‘is not 
justified in seeking a remedy for all 
its ills through legislative action. 
Old age insurance should be the 
part of the industry in which the 
individual serves the best years of 
his life. 

Only one. delegate favored the 
Farmer-Labor resolution: He was 
Fred A. Mayer, of Washington, 
who made an appeal from the floor 
for indorsement. Mr. Bieretz, who 
opposed the measure, declared 
there was little left of the party ex- 
cept the name. 

John J. Manning, secretary of 
the labor trades department of the 
American Federation of Labor, crit- 
icized Gov. Ritchie for failure to 
discontinue the broom contract at 
the Cheltenham school for negro 
children. The governor, he said, 
promised to make an effort to 
remedy conditions more than three 
years ago, but to date had done 
nothing. 

The speaker also called attention 
to what he termed an agreement 


prison officials representing Mary- 
land, Pennsylvania and New Jersey 
to allocate prison-made articles.

$1,000,000 ESTATE STAKE 


Evidently anticipating a decision 
from Judge Samuel G. Brent in fa- 
vor of Mrs. Robert E. Lee in her 
legal fight with her brother-in-law, 
Dr. George Bolling Lee, attorneys 
representing the latter were prepar- 
ing to appeal the case yesterday. 

Judge Brent, who presides over 
the circuit court in Fairfax county, 
Va., announced last night that he 
would not issue a formal decree un- 
til next week. 

If, as the attorneys seem to think, 
the decision of Judge Brent is in 
favor of Mrs. Lee, it means that she 
is given a half interest in the 
$1,000,000 Lee estate. 

Mrs. Lee lives at 1733 Riggs 
place northwest. Dr. Lee divides 
his time between New York and 
Newport. The attorneys will ap- 
peal the case to the supreme court 
of appeals of Virginia. 

The estate consists of valuable 
business property in the heart of 
Richmond’s business district and 
two celebrated places in the coun- 
try, Ravensworth, in Fairfax county, 
where the first Mrs. Robert E. Lee 
fled after the Union forces had 
seized Arlington, and White House, 
in New Kent county, where the 
wedding supper of George Wash- 
ington and Martha Custis was held. 

Mrs. Lee is’ represented by 
Claudian B. Northrup, John E. 
Laskey, and James D. Johnston. 
Leon M. Nelson and_ Brecken- 
brough Lamb represent the present 
lessees of part of the Richmond 
property. Dr. Lee is represented 
by the law firm of Barbour, Keith, 
McCandlish & Garnett. 

The suit is over the construction 
of the wills of Gen. W. H. F. 
(Rooney) Lee, son of Gen. Robert 
E. Lee, and his son, Col. Robert 
E. Lee. 

Mrs. Lee, who was Miss Mary 
Middleton of the famous South 
Carolina family of that name, con- 
tended that she was entitled to half 
of the Lee estate under the will. 
Dr. Lee, her brother-in-law, held 
that she was not entitled to any 
part of the estate. 

The suit was instituted June 24, 
1924. It went to the supreme 
court of appeals of Virginia, which 
sent it to the court of Judge Brent.

IN MEXICAN ACTION URGED 


Douglas Tells St. Gabriel’s 
Club Only Public Opinion 
Can Effect Change. 


PRIVATE SCHOOLS UPHELD 


Agitation by Catholics of the 
United States for better religious 
conditions in Mexico was urged 
last night by Representative John 
J. Douglas, of New York, in an 
address before the St. Gabriel’s 
club smoker at St. Gabriel’s Catho- 
lic chur¢éh parish hall. 

The situation in Mexico is a 
difficult one to remedy and to 
discuss, the representative said. 
It is more a question for diplomatic 
action than for a congressional 
move, and the proper way to make 
the diplomatic authorities realize 
the necessity for remedying the 
conditions in Mexico, which were 
classed as akin to those in the 
bolshevistic regime in Russia, Mr. 
Douglas said, is to appeal to an 
enlightened public in such a man- 
ner that the force of public opinion 
will cause the Mexican authorities 
to repeal the religious laws, which 
are laws of persecution, according 
to Representative Douglas. 

The right of private schools to 
function has been upheld by the 
Supreme Court, he said, and they 
should be supported by the people 
because education is not merely a 
tabulation of statistics, but must 
have a spiritual side. He also 
lauded such organizations as the 
club and said such societies are a 
great influence for good citizen- 
ship and that if the members live 
up to the high ideals of their so- 
ciety they can have only a good in- 
fluence on fellow citizens. 

Patrick J. Haltigan, reading elerk 
of the House of Representatives, 
and the Rev. John M. McNamara, 
pastor of the church, also spoke. 
Miss Isabel Malone and Miss Mar- 
guerite Gately, accompanied on 
the piano by Miss Catherine Weber, 
sang.

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COMMUNISTS DISGUSTED. 


Kar] Radek, one of the leading spokesmen 
of the Russian communists, is disgusted with 
the ‘‘treason” of the British workers who 
failed to grasp the opportunity afforded by the 
recent general strike to precipitate a commu- 
nist uprising. ‘“‘The news that the British 
Trade Union congress has ordered the end of 
the general strike will hit the international 
proletariat with the force of thunder,’ writes 
Radek in the Moscow Pravda under date of 
May 14. ‘The English proletariat’s fight has 
been our fight,” he adds, ‘‘ag well as that of 
the world’s proletariat. Its defeat is our de- 
feat. We ought not to minimize its signifi- 
cance. Let us face the truth squarely. The 
English workmen’s defeat is the result of the 
world’s greatest treason.” 

This treason consists, of course, in the re- 
fusal of British labor leaders to bring about 
a communist revolution. Radek seems to think 
that British workmen generally were ready 
and anxious to establish a soviet dictatorship, 
but were betrayed by their leaders. 

Events in Britain are proving that the rank 
and file of labor are sturdy supporters of the 
government, in spite of the inoculation of com- 
munist virus among some of the extremists. 
The return of labor to its work confirms the 
action of the voters in thrusting out the labor 
cabinet after it had flirted with the Russian 
soviet. The British ‘‘proletariat,’’ in other 
words, has nothing in common with the red 
conspirators who pose as the “proletariat’”’ of 
Russia. 

Yes, the communists may as well face the 
truth squarely. Whatever progress they may 
be making in some backward places, they are 
making no headway in countries where the 
people have established their own liberty and 
guard it themselves. The British workers 
have as little use for a communist dictator- 
ship based upon a reign of te r as they 
would have for a crowned despot attempting 
to override the commons of the realm. 

Think how many 
people in Herrin never have killed anybody. 
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A SHORTER ODYSSEY. 


Will the odyssey of Dr. Ales Hrdlicka, the 
anthropologist of the Smithsonian institution, 
attract the attention of coming ages as Ho- 
mer’s account of the wanderings of Ulysses has 
attracted students during 2,000 years? Dr. 
Hrdlicka, financed by the bureau of ethnology, 
will undertake to follow the trek of primitive 
man back to the point whence he started for 
the continent of America. The racial charac- 
teristics of the American aborigines have led 
scientists to believe that the original redskin 
found his way from Siberia into Alaska via 
the Diomede islands and Seward’s peninsula 
It is the theory of these searchers into the 
past that the American Indian, the Aleut, the 
Eskimo, and the other apparently distinct 
races which populated the American continent 
before the advent of Europeans were originally 
of Asiatic origin. 

Just how many centuries have elapsed since 
the wanderings began have not been estimated, 
but centuries never bother men of science 
when they start out to develop a theory. The 
scientists of the institution on the Mall have 
ocular evidence to convince any doubting 
Thomas that glyptodons, mastodons and scores 


the continent between 20,000,000 B.C. and a 
period somewhat later. They left bones and 
footprints and other evidences which have 
proved their presence in Arizona, Wyoming 
and even up around Winnipeg. Then why is it 
looked upon as impossible that there may be a 
few human footprints and bones imbedded in 
the rocks and glaciers of Alaska? 

When it is recalled that there is an unin- 
terrupted and unbroken ice connection be- 
tween the Alaska coast and the Asiatic main- 
land during many months of the winter it is 
not difficult to understand the basis of the 
theory that the American Indian was of Asiatic 
origin; nor is it hard to understand that Dr. 
Hrdlicka has reason to hope that he may find. 
traces still existing of those pioneers who were 
the ancestors of all the first families of the 
continent. 

It must not be forgotten, however, that some 
of the most famous scientists of Harvard 
started on a wild goose chase into the north- 
ern wilds some 20 years ago. They were hunt- 
ing for relics of Noah’s Ark; Casey Moran, an 
irresponsible humorist, of Fairbanks, having 
sent broadcast through the newspapers a yarn 
to the effect that natives of Kotzebue had de- 
scribed the discovery of numerous “pairs of 
skeletons” corresponding to those supposed to 
have accompanied Noah in the year of the big 
rain. 

There is more literature available today 
than at the time when ‘’Omer struck his 
bloomin’ lyre,’’ and it‘ is hoped that Dr. 
Hrdlicka will be able to tell the story of the 
wanderings of the original immigrants in 
shorter space than was used by the old Greek 
in. his account of the journeys of Ulysses.

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THE RETIREMENT BILL. 


The House of Representatives late Monday, 
under suspension of the rules, passed the 
amended Lehlbach civil service retirement bill, 
which increases the maximum annuity of Fed- 
eral employes retired under the. law from $720 
to $1,000. The Senate probably will act on the 
House measure today, but there may be some 
amendments to the bill as passed by the House 
which will make it necessary for the bill to g0 
to conference. The passage of the bill by the 
House, however, has made certain retirement 
legislation by this Congress, because there is no 
likelihood that the Senate, which heretofore 
has taken the lead in the effort to aid the Fed- 
eral employes, will go back on its policy of 
favoring the liberalization of the law. 

The enactment of this law will not, of course, 
satisfy the employes, but it is the best that 
could have been accomplished in the circum- 
stances. Both Senator Stanfield and Repre- 
sentative Lehlbach have served notice that the 
enactment of the legislation at this session of 
Congress does not mean that they will cease 
their efforts in behalf of the employes. It may 
be expected that in the next session they will 
renew their endeavors, and perhaps jiscal con- 
ditions will enable the administration to recom- 
mend more liberal annuities. 
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About the only way to recognize a true 
“party question’’ is by the fact that the radi- 
cal brethren vote against it. 
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POLAND'S DEBT. 


On December 22, 1922, Poland was indebted 
to the United States in the amount of $159,- 
666,972, plus interest amounting to $18,898,- 
053, a total of $178,565,025. 

In order to provide for the payment of this 
debt, the government of Poland through its 
env@y, Minister Wroblewski, agreed to issue 
bonds to the amount of $178,560,000, dated 
December 15, 1922, payable serially in 62 
years—the first payment being $560,000, in 
1923; the second, $925,000, in 1924; the third, 
$950,000, in 1925; the fourth, $975,000, in 
1926, and the fifth, $1,000,000, in 1927: the 
remaining payments increasing annually until 
the final in 1984 will be $9,000,000. 

On January 1, 1925, Poland’s government 
debt was about $349,000,000. Its agricul- 
tural products are estimated at something like 
$20,000,000 annually, and its industrial and 
mining products at something like $100,000,- 
000. In 1925 Poland (including Danzig) 
bought commodities of the United “States 
valued at $6,556,000, while the United States 
bought commodities of Poland valued: at 
$2,527,197. Poland was obliged, on account 
of the crop failure in 1924, to purchase $400,- 
000,000 worth of foodstuffs, mostly from the 
United States. 

In a time of peace, Poland is amply able to 
take care of its annual debt payments to the 
United States; but what about it when civil 
war is threatened? This question gives the 
United States some concern. 
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OLD FORTS. 


If the recommendations of the War Depart- 
ment are followed by Congress, many of the 
old forts and army reservations now useless 
as fortifications will be put under the hammer 
and sold to the highest bidders. The money 
derived therefrom will be devoted to the re- 
habilitation of several modern forts and res- 
ervations that will make them habitable. 

The forts to be sold are: Fort Wayne, 
Michigan, near Detroit; Fort Hayes, Ohio, near 
Columbus; Matanzas. military reservation, 
Florida, near St. Augustine; Camp Upton, 
Long island; Washington Point, near Norfolk, 
Va.; Augusta arsenal, near Augusta, Ga.; Fort 
McPherson, Georgia: Fort Moultrie rifie range, 
South Carolina; Fort Hunt, Virginia: Fort 
Washington, Maryland., 

Most of these forts and reservations date 
back to days long gone by, wheh there were 
no airplanes, no air-craft guns and no modern 
means of defense. However, it does not follow 
that there is no need of coast defenses and 
big guns at strategic points now. Modern de- 
fense guns and forts are just as essential as 
they ever were, according to the views of mili- 
tary experts. ,

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: 
During early evening, northward 
from the darkened zenith, star- 
gazers behold the constellation of 
Ursa ‘Major. Popularly, this is 
known as the ‘‘greater Bear.” It 
contains about fifteen fairly notice~ 
able suns of night, and, provided a 
star-gazer possesses some imagina- 
tion, he or she will discern tail, 
body and legs of this large firmae 
mental outline. .However, the con- 
stellation Ursa Major is chiefly dis- 
tinguished by the famous ‘Great 
Dipper,’”’ also called the ‘‘Plough.”® 
This dipper or plough is formed by 
seven stars, resembling more a sky 
dipper than a sky plough. Indeed, 
the Great Dipper of Ursa Major is 
remarkably symmetrical in shape. 

The seven stars, forming the 
Great Dipper, are named Benete 
nasch, Mizar, Alioth, Megrez, 
Phaed, Merak and Dubhe. Benete 
nasch sparkles at the end of the 
dipper’s handle, ard Megrez, or 
Delta, joins the handle to the dip- 
per’s bowl. Phaed, Merak and 
Dubhe are the other stars of the 
bowl. Merak and Dubhe are called 
the ‘“‘pointers,’’ because they point 
in the general direction of the North 
Star. This North star, Polaris, is 
situated in Ursa Major or the Little 
Bear. All of the suns, forming the 
Great Dipper, are distant trillions 
and trillions of miles from our own 
sun. All of them——Benetnasch, Mi- 
zar, Alioth, Megrez, Phaed, Merak 
and Dubhe—possess solar systems, 
the planets of which revolve around 
and around their individuals suns.

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PRESIDENT FAVORS 
AIR BILL IF IT HOLDS 
ARMY 10 MINIMUM 


Believes Program, 
Should Draw Men From 
Other Branches. 


ATTITUDE IS LIKELY 
TO POSTPONE ACTION 


Officers Hold Development of 
Civilian Aviation May 
Solve Problem. 


By JOHN EDWIN NEVIN. 

Proposals materially to add to 
the strength of the regular army 
through the expansion of the air 
service came a severe cropper yes- 
terday. President Coolidge let it 


be known that he is opposed to any 
such action. He will agree to the 
five-year program as it has been 
changed by the Senate military af- 
fairs committee, only it it shall be 
agreed that the existing army 
strength shall remain approximate- 
ly what it now is. 

The President feels that if the 
air service is as important as the 
army general staff has stressed in 
its preparation of its elaborate 
five-year program then the needed 
men for that section. should be 
taken from the other branches. He 
does not look with any degree of 
approval on the suggestion that 
the air service needs 15,000 enlist- 
ed men and 403 officers at the 
present time. 

The President, according to the 
White House spokesman, has not 
yet had opportunity to study the 
amended House bill, which was re- 
ported favorably to the Senate Fri- 
‘day. He approves the suggestion 
contained therein that the increases 
of officers and men shall be ‘‘con- 
tingent on there being funds to pay 
them.’’ He is convinced firmly that 
the decision regarding such funds, 
and when they may be available, 
shall rest with the chief executive 


if Vital, 


and not, as has been suggested, 
with the director of the budget. 

Faced by a deficit in the Treas- 
ury for next year, the President has 
insisted that no continuing program 
shall be pushed through which 
would add to the financial burdens 
of the nation at the present session. 
It has been in an effort to meet this 
situation that the Senate committee 
postponed the initiation of the five- 
year program from July 1 next to 
July 1, 1927. That also was the 
reason why permanent increases 
were made contingent on available 
money to meet the expense. 

In a good many respects the War 
Department is understood to be 
willing to accept the amended Sen- 
ate proposal. It is felt that, even 
though a postponement of the air 
development plans shall be neces- 
sary, the placing of the authoriza- 
tion legislation on the satute books 
will have a beneficial effect when 
next year’s estimates are made up. 
This view, however, is not sup- 
ported by the aviation experts in 
the House and there was a sugges- 
tion. yesterday, when it became 
known that the White House is 
opposed to any increase in the army 
that the entire army aviation legis- 
lative program will fail of passage 
at the present session. 

Army officers who have followed 
the situation, and who have the 
best interests of the service at 
heart, were inclined to think that 
this would not be altogether a hard- 
ship after all. They pointed out 
that the entire army is now on a 
skeleton foundation, and should it 
be necessary to draft many men 
from the other branches, all would 
suffer, while the air service would 
soon be in a position where it would 
dominate the military establish- 
ment. 

Power for President. 


The military affairs committee 
of the Senate had let it be Known 
that it has been desirous of recom- 
mending such aviation legislation 
as will meet with the views of the 
President. It has felt that it would 
be advisable to have the executive 
branch determine when funds could 
be diverted to the air corps’ in- 
creased development program. In 
this decision the President has con- 
curred, especially because he has 
felt the necessity of retaining the 
complete strength of the army at 
existing figures. Whether, how- 
ever, the amended bill as recom- 
mended to the Senate, can get 
through that body without a hard 
fight, is a question. There are a 
number of senators who sympa- 
thized with the air service’s ambi- 
tions, and they will endeavor to 
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amend the bill along the lines which | 
had the approval of the House com- 
mittee. 

In connection with both the 
army and navy development plans, 
it is known that the administration 
attaches great importance to the 
plans for assisting in bringing civil 
aviation in the United States up to 
a much higher plane of develop- 
ment. It has been held that this 
measure, the conference report on 
which already has been adopted by 
both houses of Congress, will mean 
that a whole lot of experimenting 
which has been necessary in the 
military establishment now can be 
turned over to private hands. 
There is a general feeling that 
civilian aviation is destined to take 
great strides forward during the 
next two or three years and that it 
will be impossible for the army or 
the navy to keep up with it. 

Entertaining this belief it has 
been suggested that the holding up 
of the development program of the 
army air service may work out for 
the benefit of all concerned and 
that by the time the next army ap- 
propriation bill is under considera- 
tion many of the planes and men 
urged therein may not be needed. 


Churchill and Peret 
Continue Debt Talk 


London, May 18 (By A. P.).— 
Winston Churchill, chancellor of 
the exchequer, and M. Peret, 


French minister of finance, today 
continued their conversations on 
the French debt. It was announced 
that the ground had been thor- 
oughly gone over in a spirit of cor- 
diality, but that all points had not 
been settled. 

M. Peret is returning to Paris to- 
morrow for a meeting of the French 
cabinet and hopes to return to Lon- 
don soon. In the meanwhile 
French and British financial experts 
are continuing their deliberations. 


Reichstag to Hear 
Marx Policies Today 


Berlin, May 18 (By A. P.).— 
The cabinet headed by Chancellor 
Marx, who has taken the place of 
Chancellor Luther, is expected to 
present a statement to the reichstag 
tomorrow outlining its policies. A 
vote on the statement probably will 
be taken in the reichstag Thursday, 

In political circles it is expected 
that the statement will be neutral 
in character and will not precipi- 
tate a question of confidence.

REPORT IS DELAYED 
ON WILLIAMS TRIAL 


Speculation Is Aroused as to 
Whether Indicated Verdict 
Might Be Overturned. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

Continued delay in formulation 
of a report to Secretary Wilbur by 
the judge advocate general's office 
on the court-martial case of Col. 
Alexander Williams, marine corps, 
tried in San Diego on intoxication 
charges, aroused speculation yester- 
day as to whether legal defects 
might serve to overturn the in- 
dicated verdict of guilty returned 
by the court. 

A number of questions are 
known to have arisen in the legal 
review of the trial involving the 
admissibility of evidence. Whether 
the points raised are sufficient to 
be regarded as errors that would 
disqualify the trial has not been 
disclosed. Secretary Wilbur said 
he had no information in that re- 
gard. He pointed out, however, 
that in naval trials it is not possi- 
ble for a new trial to be ordered in 
the event of error in the original 
proceeding sufficient to disqualify 
that proceeding. 

The Williams case has been held 
up in the judge advocate general’s 
office for ‘more than three weeks. 
There have been indications that 
the navy legal authorities have not 
been able to reach an agreement 
in regard to the admissibility of 
some of the evidence although no 
inkling has been given as to the 
nature of the evidence under ques- 
tion.

These disturbances have been attended by 
showers within the last 24 hours in Maine, 
the Ohio, the Missouri and upper Mississippi 
valleys, the Lake Michigan region, portions 
of the middie Atlantic States, the plains 
States, the Rocky mountain region and the 
north Pacific States. High pressure pre- 
vails from the south Atlantic coast east- 
ward beyond Bermuda, and from Saskatchewan 
southward to eastern Colorado, highest, 30.22 
inches, Bermuda, and .30.16, Cheyenne, Wyo. 
Another high-pressure area, of limited extent, 
is advancing eastward over Ontario and Que- 
bec, Doucet, 80.02 inches.

» Writing letters seems to be con- 
sidered, nowadays, a burden in a 
busy world.

| Beauty and You 


You can’t be truly beautiful if 
you haven’t a beautiful carriage, a 
graceful walk; and these are im- 
possible if your feet aren’t what 
they ought to be.

The second exercise strengthens 
the arch in the ball of the foot, 
and all you have to do is simply to 
turn the feet up as far as they’ll 
go and bend the toes down. The 
third exercise, for the tendon at the 
back of the heel, consists in stand- 
ing with feet pointed straight 
ahead, then bending the knees for- 
ward as far as possible. Do these 
exercises six or seven times a day, 
increasing gradually to fifteen 
times, and you’ll be surprised to 
find how much easier walking and 
standing seem to be, and how much 
better you will feel all over.

GLAUCOMA. 


H. H. writes: Have you ever 
. Written an article on glau- 
coma? I have been a regu- 
lar reader of your valuable articles 
for several years past and do not 
remember seeing such an article. 
Would it not be of considerable in- 
terest and aid to many of your read- 
ers to have an article from you on 
the aspects of and remedies for this 
trouble of the eye? 
I think few realize what it is, the 


harm it does, its degree of preva- 
lence and what offers hope of relief. 


REPLY. 


You agree with Posey and he 
with you. In his ‘Hygiene of the 
Eye”’ he writes: ‘‘Primary glaucoma 
is of paramount importance to the 
layman, and the necessity of an 
appreciation of its chief character- 
istics even more important than 
that of cataract.’’ 

In glaucoma there is an increase 
in the fluid within the eyeball 
This structure is a sac with a thick, 
dense wall which is incapable of 
stretching. When the fluid in this 
sac is under very great pressure the 
weakest point in the sac wall begins 
to bulge outwardly. That ‘“‘weakest 
point” happens to be the hole 
through which the. optic nerve 
passes. When bulging starts there 
the optic nerve begins to go out of 
business. <As the optic nerve be- 
comes progressively useless the 
sight goes by the same stages. 


Lining the dense sac on its pos- 
terior part is a very delicate layer 
—the retina. Pressure of the fluid 
against the dense sclera sac presses 
the delicate retina out of business— 
another cause of loss of_wision. As 
the retina is destroyed it turns to a 
greenish hue. Hence the. name, 
glaucoma. 

There are all sorts and kinds of 
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Requests for such service can not be 


glaucoma. Any cause—acute or 
chronic—which causes too much 
fluid to..accumulate in the eyeball 
is a cause of 4laucoma. The term 
is used for all conditions in which 
there is an excess of fluid inside the 


eyeball. Some of these cause blind- 
ness in a few hours; some have but 
little tendency to cause it ever and 
the great majority are in between 
these two extremes. The eye spe- 
clalist has an instrument called the 
tonometer by which he records the 
hardness of the eyeball. After the 
condition has progressed to a fairly 
late stage, he can feel the difference 
with his fingertips. Eventually even 
an unskilled layman can recognize 
through his fingers that his eyeballs 
are too hard. 


But the need is for some method 
of discovering glaucoma in the early 
stages, long before the balls are so 
hard that a layman can notice the 
difference in the feel. The layman 
may suspect it because of pain in his 
eyeball. This pain may shoot to the 
temple or down the side of the nose. 
If the case is acute there is apt to 
be vomiting. Vision is dimmed and 
blurred. When the eye specialist 
is consulted, he uses the tonometer 
and finds the balls hard. He then 
examines the eye with his instru- 
ments and finds evidence of glau- 
coma within the ball. 

And then, what? 

If he can find a cause and remove 
it his case gets well. He may use 
certain drugs which promote drain- 
age of fluid out of the eyeball. Or 
he may operate and make an open- 
ing through which some of the fluid 
in the more important chambers of 
the eye may drain into less impor- 
tant areas. 

Some cases are cured. In some all 
progress of the disease is stopped, 
though there is no cure, in the 
proper sense.

BLUE-WHITE EYES.

REPLY. 


Blue-white eyed people are people 
who have eyeballs that are bluish 
white or have a bluish china appear- 
ance. The reference is to the white 
part of the eye. 

Such people have two other pe- 
cullarities: They are prone to de- 
velop deafness and their bones 
break easily. The conbination of 
qualities is inheritable. 

A green stick fracture is a partial, 
but not complete, fracturing of a 
bone. You have seen a green stick 
begin to break.

Allotment on New Issue 
of Company.

By BOBBY ORUICKSHANK, 
HE first thing that I would get 
¢% would be a set of the best 
clubs and all tha necessary 
equipment besides. In very wet 
weather I would use spare wooden 
clubs in order to save the gaod 
ones. Many people think they can 
save expenses by getting cheap 
clubs, but these do not last long.

New Rule and More Than 40 
Other Amendments to Traf- 
fic Code Adopted. 


RUSH-HOUR PARKING 
BAN IN CITY REMOVED 


Autos Must Halt 8 Feet From 
Street Car Stopping 
for Passengers. 


Following protests by owners of 
automobile trucks, the District 
commissioners yesterday modified 


the proposed traffic code amend- 
ment reducing the weight of loaded 
trucks on bridges. A new regula- 
tion on this subject and more than 
40 other amendments were adopt- 
ed, most of which, according to 
Director of Traffic M. O. Eldridge, 
tend to simplify the traffic code. 

Trucks loaded to a gross weight 
of 28,000 pounds will be permitted 
to cross the Highway bridge over 
the Potomac river and the Navy 
Yard bridge over the Anacostia 
river, provided they stay in the 
street car tracks. Loads must be 
reduced to 20,000 pounds to use 
the Benning and Pennsylvania 
avenue bridges across the Ana- 
costia river, the Sixteenth street 
bridge over Military road north- 
west and the South Dakota avenue 
bridge over the Balfimore & Ohio 
railroad tracks and wharf No. 6 at 
Water street southwest, between M 
and N streets, and the District fish 
wharf at the foot of Eleventh street 
northwest. 


Ban Is Lifted. 


On petition of Barber & Ross 
and other firms, the ban on horse- 
drawn vehicles and solid-tire trucks 
on Rhode Island avenue was lifted 
between Iowa circle and North 
Capitol street. 

The request of numerous citizens 
to have trucks barred from certain 
residential streets or be caused to 
travel with lighter loads, was re- 
ferred to Director Eldridge for rec- 
ommendation. The latter is said 
not to favor the restrictions. 

The other amendments were rec- 
ommended by Mr. Eldridge and 
Maj. Edwin B. Hesse at the time 
the commissioners demanded sim- 
plification of the code due to the 
large number of monthly traffic ar- 
rests. The principal amendment 
Was one removing the ban on rush 
hour parking in the downtown dis- 
trict. 

Another made Park road, here- 
tofore a one-way street between 
Fourteenth and Eighteenth streets 
northwest, a two-way thoroughfare 
from Sixteenth to Eighteenth 
streets, with parking barred on the 
north side of the street between 
Seventeenth and Eighteenth streets. 

Automobiles are required, under 
another amendment, to stop not 
jess than 8&8 feet from the nearest 
exit of any street car headed in the 
same direction, stopping, or about 
to stop for passengers, and to stop 
the same distance away for cars 
headed in either direction .in six- 
teen places where the street car 
tracks are both on one side of the 
street, as at Dupont circle, Union 
station plaza and F street north- 
west, between Seventh and Ninth 
streets. 


Embassy Parking Forbidden. 


Machines are likewise prohibited 
from passing a standing street car 
on either side, in one-way streets. 
Parking is forbidden in front of em- 
bassies and legations. A recent 
court decision holding the ‘‘boule- 
vard stops’ invalid was met by 
adoption of a rewritten rule forbid- 
ding cars to enter or cross boule- 
vard or arterial highways without 
first coming to a full stop. 

Three one-way § streets were 
created in Georgetown. They are 
O street, from Thirty-first street to 
Wisconsin avenue, for eastbound 
traffic; P street, ‘between Twenty- 
eighth and Thirty-sixth streets, for 
westbound traffic, and Twenty- 
eighth street, between Dumbarton 
and FP streets, for northbound 
traffic. 

The other amendments were mis- 
cellaneous detailed changes in local 
parking rules.
